The fourth series of lectures to working men in connection with 
the above institution was delivered by Prof. GooDEVE, his om as 
subject being the modes of MEASUREMENT. He said:—There isa 

eneral principle now well recognised—that every science advances 
in the exact proportion in which the power of measurement pro- 
ceeds: by means of this measurement only are we able to observe 
the progress we have made in our knowledge. The measurements 
we have to deal with are of various kinds; we begin by arranging 
instruments of precision, and after we have made our measurements 
by means of these instruments, and recorded our observatio 1s, we 
enter on a new field, and strive to discover the law which controls 
them. We leave our instruments behind, and seek to employ an- 
other form of measurement, which belongs to the intellect alone, 
and we endeavour to predict what will take place, and then, again, 
our results are measurable. Consider the progress made in astro- 
nomy, the earliest of all sciences. Look out on the heavens—a 
vast starry field. The astronomer seeks to measure it: he se.s up 
an observatory, and proposes to determine the position of every 
star. For this purpose he has a telescope mounted with true circular 
axes on bearings; a ring is attached to it on a plane perpendicular 
to the axis of the telescope, at least 3 or 4ft. in diameter, and gra- 
duated; the gradations are viewed by microscopes. The delicacy 
and accuracy of the instrument depends upon the machines used in 
the construction,and demands mechanical skill of the highest order. 
Connected with the telescope and divided circle is a clock for the 


measurement of time, and thus the astronomer goes on year by year 


with his measurements, and multiplying his observations. But this 
is only the beginning. How did Newton advance astronomical 
science? He entered on a newregion of intellectual measuremert ; 
he put into a measurable form the attraction of the sun upon the 
planets; he traced the inequalities of the moon to the causes which 
produced them, and showed the manner of the action. Bus during 
all this time he continually recurred to observations: he went back 
to the telescope, and divided circle, and clock; he verified the results 
of his observations by calculation, and this the two modes of mea- 
surement went on hand in hand; and so they will ever do in science, 
in mechanics, no less than in astronomy. I propose to look at the 
first step in mechanical measurement, and ask you to examine with 
me the measurement of length. The astronomers attempted to ob- 
tain the true standard trusting entirely to the sense of sight, but 
there was a newand very straight road which they failed to discover, 
and which we owe to the efforts of an unaided individual. The 
— of measurement in the highest degree depends upon our 
eing able to obtain true surfaces: as we increase in our power to 
obtain these, so do we increase our power of measurement; the two 
things act and re-act upon each other. 
In the year 1843 a committee was appointed by the Government 
of this country, consisting mainly of astronomers (among whom we 
find the names of Herschel, Airy, Ross, Pe wcock, &c.), and to the 


dicular to the axis of the bar. This you secure by making the end 
of the bar and of the grooved bar coincide when the bar is turned 
successively round, for this can only take place if the ends of both 
are perpendicular to their axes. The astronomers took their bar 
and engraved lines on it, and read them with a microscope; and 
these lines when once engraved could never change, and hence this 
was considered an admirable method. But there was this difficulty, 
ng two observers could agree exactly as to the position of the mi- 
crometer screw head when the cross wires intersected one of the 
divisions, The only way to get over this difficulty was to introduce 
“ personal equation”—z.e., a mathematical correction had to be made, 
so as to reduce the observation to as near as possible what it would 
have been had not this source of error existed. In the mechanical 
method of end measurement no personal error can creep in, Ihave 
here a model which serves to show the application of this latter 
machine to workshop purposes; it is, in fact, a model of Sir Josoph 
Whitworth’s bench measuring machine. In the bed of the machine 
is placed a rectangular bar, having its ends true planes perpendi- 
cular to the ax*s: this bar is advanced bya screw having 20 threads 
to the inch; this screw is connected with a micrometer head having 
500 divisions, hence the movement of this micrometer had through 
one division advanced the screw 1-10,000th of aninch; and as the 
divisioas are large, it is easy to divide each into four parts, and 
thus this machine enables us to measure quite readily to 1-40,000th 
of aninch. This is the machine for the workshops; in the philoso- 
phical machine the delicacy is carried much further, and with it 
1-1,000,000th of an inch becomes a perfectly measurable quantity. 
In this latter ‘machine the screw of 20 threads to an inch is con- 
nected with a worm-wheel having 200 teeth, and this worm-wheel 
is driven by an endless screw, carrying a micrometer head divided 
into 250 parts, hence the movement of the micrometer head through 
one division advances the screw through 1-20 x 1-200 x 1-250 = 
1-1,1000,000th. The pieces moved rest on true planes, and have true 
plane surfaces, and their e1ds are truly perpendicular to their axes; 
their axes, therefore, are moved always parallel to themselves, and in 
a geometrically straight line. 

As an example of the finish of the work prepared with the work- 
shop machine, I have here a cylinder bar, which I will place ina 
perfectly cylindrical collar, the latter being exactly 1-10,000th part 
of an inch larger in diameter than the bar, and so perfect is the fit, 
that on slightly oiling them they are nearly set fast, although capa- 
ble of free movement before. The sense of touch is called into play 
in these machines; for instance, this cylinder bar was prepared by 
drawing it between the ends of the measuring machine, and observ- 
ing the degree of tightness in the various parts: the least variation 
of size alters the degree of tightness and resistance to motion, and 
is immediately perceptible. In the finer machine a “ feeling piece,” 
or gravity piece, is employed.

usually contradictory. Henwood, Beaumont, and Karsten Collected 
a vast mass of information on the subject, from which we haye onl 
space to collate the following observations:—The entire miner 
wealth occurs within a distance of three miles, or even less ON each 
side of the line of junction between the granite and slate : no part 
appears- to be more productive than another, and though the lodeg 
not unfrequently run for several fathoms between a wall of granite 
and slate, or of granite and elvan, or even of slate and elvan yet 
these portions are not apparently richer; but when the Veins pase 
from one rock into another they are nearly always richer at or near 
the point of junction. Tin lodes occur more frequently in the granite 
than in the killas, but those in the Jatter are by far the Tichest, 
Copper lodes, free from tin, very frequently undergo a change ag 
they approach granite and contain tin, and those copper lodes which 
occur in the tin district are the richest. Whether the mother rock 
is granite, elvan, or slate, the hardest portion is quartoze, and ig 
very seldom rich; but if it be moderately coarse-grained, with 
greenish pink or brown crystals of felspar gradually passing im. 
perceptibly into its basis; and if this basis is a greenish felspar, 
then tin ore may be confidently looked for. A porphyritic forma. 
tion, however,fis unfavourable. When a lode intersects an elvan it 
sometimes splits up into numerous strings, but, 0a the other hand, 
it not unfrequently spreads out broader and richer, with very rich 
side-feeders; in fact, the hard fine-grained varieties of elvan not un. 
frequently split a valuable lode up into a network of insignificant 
fissures, which re-unite when they meet softer felspathic varieties, 
and, curiously enough, the lodes usually then become richer. Whe 
ther the country rock is granite, slate, or elvan, when the joints fall

I am afraid the 
subject is larger than I have been able to compres into one lecture, 
but I hope I have shown you enough to convince you that there isa 
power now to obtain true surfaces, which there never was before, 
I also tried to show you that while the astronomers, with their 
microscopes, could only measure at most to the 1-50,000th part of 
an inch, a workman at bis bench, with one of these machines, can 
with ease measure 1-100,000th, and even 1,400,000 of an inch. 

In conclusion the lecturer, after showing how the two plane sur- 
faces floated on each other, and adhered to each other when pressed, 
placed them under an air-pump, and, having obiained a vacuum, 
showed that they floated then as perfectly as ever, he promised to 
speak of the subject again in a subsequent lecture.

the engraved line was observed by means of microscopes. The two 
cross wires in the field of the teliscope were moved by means of a 
screw, with 150 threads to the inch (so that one complete revolution 
of the screw would carry the cross wires through the 1-150th of an 
inch) ; this was connected with an arm graduated to 1-100th diy:- 
sions; therefore, when the arm was moved through one division the 
wires were advanced 1-15,000th of an inch; in practice they were 
able to read to the 1-28,000th of aninch. The astronomers having 
in this manner prepared their standard bar, read by microscope, lev 
us now see what was done in the formation of a standard bar, sug- 
gested by reasoning founded on what you can do with true surfaces, 
In the year 1840 Mr. (now Sir Joseph) Whitworth read at a meet- 
ing of the British Association a paper on Plane Meiallic Surfaces, 
and the mode of obraining them. Up to that time they were pre- 
pared by grinding with emery, but that method will never give you 
a really true surface, because, for one reason, you cannot restrict the 
action of the grinding powder to the parts which are in error, It 
was shown that if you could restrict the action to the parts in error 
you might obtain a perfectly true surface, and this can be done by 
he process of scraping. It is necessary to operate on three planes 
at once, making the first and second plane coincide, then the first 
and third, and then the second and third, and so on comparing and 
scraping till any two of the three perfectly coincide, which can only 
take place when they are true planes. These true planes contain a 
number of bearing points, as nearly as possible evenly distributed, 
and lying in a geometrical plane. I take these two true planes, and 
place one on the other, and you will see it appears to float; and it 
1as been generally believed that this is due to the presence of a thin 
film of air. If I press one closely on to the other, and then lift up

Although the independent lodes of Cornwall can be divided into 
those of tin and copper, yet it is impossible to draw any distinct 
line of demarcation between them, as many tin lodes contain copper 
ores, and many copper lodes tin ores; moreover the gangue is more 
or less the same in both. The lodes in which tin predominates are 
older than those in which copper ores are most Soaueett, and the 
former are frequently intersected by the latter, but the tin lodes are 


then deteriorate graduaily. It is probable, however, that if we 
could get down to a sufficient depth we should find that these ap- 
parently worked-out veins rehabilitated themselves again. The out- 
crops or gossans of the copper lodes are very often argentiferous, 
Those lodes that have a variable dip contain the richest ore in the 
most perpendicular parts. The above observations are, of course, 
open to variations, but still, if any reliance is to be placed on con- 
jectures and theories not universally borne out by facts, they are 
probably the best that have been as yet advanced. 

In the next (concluding) article we will consider the latest theo- 
retical observations on the ore districts of Cornwall before proceed- 
ing to particular descriptions.

THE HEMATITE REGIONS. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 
It must have frequently struck readers of the Mineng Journal, many 
of whom are interested in the vast industry located on the western 
coast of Cumberland, and the almost equally rich district of Furness, 
that very little information from those quarters is furnished them 


through the columns of their recognised organ. With the view of 
supplying this lack, we propose from time to time to gather up the 
local intelligence, and give it the publicity which this paper affords. 
To many of those who have been engaged in mining all their lives 
the hematite region is a terra tncognita, but whilst they have been 
manfully striving to develope the wealth of distant countries others 
have “tried their luck in iron,” and as a result have built up for- 
tunes worthy of princes by systematically pursuing the hematite ore 
through its sinuous windings, or lifting it from its cavern-like depths 
in the carboniferous limestone, where for ages it had reposed, some- 
times concealed only by a few feet of surface—“ locally termed pin- 
nel”—at others lying far down amongst the bedded rock, It has 
taken comparatively few years to make both West Cumberland and 
Furness what they are to-day. A quarter of a century back the he- 
matite mining business may be said to have scarcely come into exist- 
ence. True, there were various royalties worked, but in such a man- 
ner as never to lead to the supposition that even the adventurers 
themselves expected to reap a profit. Now all is changed. At that 
time leave to search fields lying within the radius were to be had at 
a nominal charge; now there is a general scramble if any “likely 
spot” comes into the market. Several of the Scotch ironmasters 
possessing furnaces in blast, tired of the tremendous prices they have 
been called upon to pay for the raw material, have either bought 
“ooing concerns” at almost fabulous figures, or have taken up farms 
at heavy mineral dead rents, in order to search for and raise metal 
for themselves. Some accustomed to the regularity of coal mining 
lave supposed it only necessary to locate themselves somewhere at 
the foot of the Cambrian or Silurian hills, and put down a bore-hole 
or two, in order to prove successful. Disappointment has overtaken 
them, and, patience giving way at last, they have retired in disgust 
from the field, in which perhaps a new comer has speedily been more 
fortunate. So risky is the whole business of boring for hematite that 
it is not to be wondered at when the ore is won high prices should 
be demanded for it—otherwise what is there to repay for the trouble, 
delay, and vexation of spirit which must attend, the whole enter- 
prise. 


will be an interesting addition to the pages of Smiles’s “Self Help,” 
for nothing but indomitable perseverance, patience, and pluck pulled 
them through.

At the present moment a com- 
pany—we believed chiefly of Liverpool people—are “looking for 
the Hodbarrow vein,” and have been doing this same thing for the 
last ten years on the shoresof the Duddon estuary, at Ireleth Marsh.

Reaching Furness we hear of nothing particularly new. Trade is 
in a slack state, and most of the pits in the Urswick district are 
closed. At the Great Lindal Moor Mines a strike threatened the 
other day on the question whether the men should not be required 
to pay for the spades, pickaxes, &c., in use by them, as they do for 
candles and powder; but the owners waived the point, and the men 
—about 500 in number—returned to work. The Lindal Cote Com- 
pany, who have been using the diamond borer in their explorations, 
have been successful in piercing the mountain limestone, havin 
found the underlying slate at a depth of nearly 600 ft. A vein o 
ore was cut in the boring. Thissame company have just commenced 
a trial pit on the presumed run of the Bercunes vein, close to Lindal 
Station. There is some talk of the Plumpton Mine, on the east of 
Ulverston, being re-worked, the former company having ceased 
operations some time ago. Further east in the Cartmel district one 
or two parties have triangles erected, and are prospecuting searches ; 
but we do not hear that they have yet met with any profitable result, 








THE TRADE IN METALS FOR THE FIRST QUARTER OF 
THE YEAR, 
The first quarter of the present year has expired, and the returns 
of the Board of Trade furnish us with a review of its history, and 
statistical tables affording statements of its results which, at all 


events, approximate to accuracy. The imports generally for the 
last month have improved in comparison with March, 1874, but 
for the quarter there is a falling off of several millions; the de- 
clared value of our exports has been lower both on the month and 
on the quarter, compared with the corresponding periods last year, 
This, however, has not altogether, nor even chiefly, arisen from de- 
clining trade, but from lower prices, as the diminution in quantities 
exported has not been at all in proportion to that of values. The 
reduction in the value of our imports for the quarter has to a great 
extent arisen from the lower prices of commodities, especially cotton 
and wool, and from the fact that our wheat harvest was so bountiful 
we did not need to import that cereal to anything like the usual 
extent, and what we did receive was at far lower rates. 

These remarks are not only true of our general trade; they are 
applicable to most branches of our commerce, and in some degree 
to our trade in metals, and to a very large extent to our export of 
iron and the manufactures produced from it. Our first attention 
will be directed to tin, which is the most valuable of the superior 
metals after those called “the precious metals,” and which has 
throughout the last quarter fluctuated a great deal. The import of 
tin for the last month was heavier both in value and in quantity 
than in the corresponding month for several years. The value last 
month was 104,354/., against 61,7787. During the quarter the value 
was 461,513/., considerably more than double the value for the first 
three months of last year, when it was but 214,350/., which was only 
a little less than in the first quarter of 1873. The returns do not 
specify the countries from which we received it, but we are aware 
that it was brought chiefly from the Straits, and in increasing quan- 
tities from Australia, It consisted of blocks, ingots, bars or slabs, 
and regulus, 

The value of our exports of English tin for the month was 42,0001., 
a most serious falling off as compared with the March before, when 
the value was 105,114/. Tho quarter’s exports were valued at the 
sum of 134,000/. (giving round numbers only) against nearly the 
value of a quarter of a million during the same space of time in 1874. 
The best customer for Cornish tin was the United States of America, 
which took one-third of all we exported for the quarter. France 
and Germany also largely dealt with us for this metal. We did not 
consume all that was imported, and our exports were not confined 
to British tin, for during the month the value of foreign and colo- 
nial amounted to 29,000/. (recording throughout round numbers 
only). This is more than twice as much asin March, 1873, and only a 
trifle less than in 1874, During the quarter the value was 104,0002., 
a very large increase upon the first quarter of the previous year, 
when the declared value was only .66,000/., and that was nearly 
twice as much as in the corresponding period of the previous year. 

Our trade in copper is of great magnitude. Our imports for the 
month were valued at considerably over 500,000/. That of ore was 
47,212/., obtained mainly from Chili. Regulus, 132,000/., which has 
also been obtained mainly from Chili, Unwrought or part wrought, 
nearly 355,000/. By far the greater part came from Chili, but Aus- 
tralia supplied a not inconsiderable proportion. The receipts for the 
quarter were sent from the same countries, and amounted to over 
1,500,000, thus showing a commerce in this metal of over 6,000,000/. 
a year in imports alone. The value of ores for the quarter was 
119,0007., a vast reduction from previous years, 1874 showing 
189,000/., and 1873, in the same quarter, 236,000/. The import of 
regulus has increased, having been for the last three months 368,0001,, 
whereas in the first three months of last year it was 279,000/. Un- 
wrought or part wrought cost in the first quarter of 1873, 635,000/.; 
in that of 1874, 917,000/.; ana in that of the present year, 1,043,000/, 
The value of British copper exported was close upon 750,000/. for 
the three months, and 236,000/, in the month just terminated. Un- 
wrought in ingots, cakes or slabs, wrought or manufactured, and 
mixed or yellow metal sheathing, showing pretty equally in quan- 
tities and values. The unwrought copper was exported chiefly to 
France. Holland was our next best customer, nearly approached by 
Germany. The wrought or manufactured was taken mainly by 
British India, the exports thither having been nearly half of the 
quantities in this department. Turkey stands next on the list, but 
vastly behind India, Italy was alsoa fair customer. A consider- 
able amount of our imported copper was sold to foreigners, but not 
in the same proportion as foreign tin. The value for the month 
was 105,000/., a falling off of 50 per cent. from March, 1874, and a 
very much larger decline from March, 1873, For the three months 
the value of foreign and colonial copper sent abroad was 287,349/., 
a very striking decline from the first three months ‘of 1874, when it 
was 422,000/., and from 1873, when it nearly reached that amount. 

From these siatistics it appears either that we have this year so 
far used more foreign copper, or that we have heavier stocks. Both 
is probably the case; more sheathing has been employed for ships, 
but we are not aware that we have worked it up more extensively 
for other purposes, except, perhaps, carcridges; it is, therefore, 
pretty obvious that the present stock is respectable. 

The imports of pig and sheet lead for the quarter were valued at 
457,000/., against 416,000/, during the same period last year, and 
361,000/,in the corresponding period of 1873. Of these imports we 
sent none abroad, except what was worked up in machinery and

There was exported to other countries during the quarter nearly 
60,0007. worth of the metal, of course affording a profit upon the 
commerce, but such profit must have been greater in the first three 
months of 1874, when 141,000/. worth was exported, and in 1873, 
when one-third more than this year’s export was shipped for other 
countries. Zinc crude, in cakes and manufactured, was imported 
to the value of 211,000/., about the same as in the corresponding 
time 1873, but vastly more than in that space of time last year. 
The demand for this metal greatly increases, especially in London. 
It does not appear that we exported any of our zinc imports, but 
British spelter (spelter is the commercial name for zinc in the 
English market) has been exported to a trivial extent. There is 
nothing in these statistics to discourage those interested in British 
metals and mining, by which, of course, we can only obtain them; 
and should the spring trade now set in, as from the cheapness of 
money everywhere may be hoped, 1875 will be a prosperous year 
for the metal merchant and the miner. 








ECHOES FROM THE MINING MARKET. 


The past week has been rathera quiet one for the mining market, 
and quotations generally are weaker. The further fall in the price 
of coals is, however, a feature in favour of our Cornish mines, as it 
will materially affect costs. To those consuming large quantities, 
such has Dolcoath, Carn Brea, Tincroft, Cook’s Kitchen, West Basset, 
and others, the gain will be all important. The reduction made by 
the Cornish merchants following so close upon the decision of the 
Dolooath adventurers to import their own supplies is a very significant fact, and it 
only shows how needed was the spirited action taken by Mr. Rule, of Camborne. 
To him the thanks of all adventurers are especially due, for mines which could never 
have afforded to import so large a quantity as a cargo, and whose managers have 
not yet learnt the benefits of co-operation, are now able to participate in the change 
as well as the large mines, although, of course, to a lesser degree, as coals can 
naturally be imported below merchants’ prices. No change has been made in the 
tin standards. A matter!of some congratulation, as ow ng to the uneasy feeling 
caused by the Banca sale a drop at the smelters’ meeting last Monday seems to 
have been expected. The statistical position of the trade is not favourable, the 
available quantity of foreign tin on April 1 last being 10,626 tons, against 6236 tons 
the same day last year, and 3884 tons the year before. There is, therefore, a heavy 
stock on hand, and but for consumption having been greater than usual we should 
have had further reductions in quotations to chronicle.

Gotp Run.—Mr. W. A. Skidmore, of this city, has recently made 
a visit to the hydraulic mines at Gold Run, Placer County, where some extensive 
operations are being carried on. From him we have obtained some interesting in- 
formation concerning the hydraulic mines on ths Blue Lead, which is embodied in 
the following :—The mining districts of Gold Run and Dutch Flat comprise nearly 
2,000 acres of auriferous gravel, situated on the line of the ancient river, popu- 
larly known as the Blue Lead. The Central Pacific Railroad crosses this channel 
diagonally, and forms the dividing line between the two districts. From the win- 
dow of the car the passing traveller looks with surprise and wonder on the immense 
excavations on either side produced by the hydraulic operations of sixteen years, 
but fails to realise the fact that the ground embraced within the scope of hisvision 
—about 800acres in extent—has contributed no less than $10,000,000 to the gold pro- 
duct of our State, and that the most reasonable estimate of the contents of the 
ground in place, based on the actual yield of the lower strata now being mined, 
would not place the auriferous contents of these districts at less than $100,000,000, 
requiring from 30 to 40 years for their exhaustion. Neither can he conceive the 
yast enterprises now in progress to open the bottom of these districts by means of 
bed-rock tunnels, run with all the appliances of modern mechanical skill and 
engineering. : we 

The Gold Run Ditch and Mining, locally known as the Miners’ Ditch Company 
(of Gold Run), and of the Gold Run Hydraulic Company (Limited) of London. 
The first-named company, under the superintendence of Mr. James Gould, are run- 
ning an immense bed-rock tunnel through the east rim of the channel, for the pur- 
pose of reaching their claims, and eventually of serving as an outlet to the whole 
district. The starting-point selected was on Canon Creek, a deep ravine emptying 
into the North Fork. The objective point is an old prospecting shaft, situated 
near the centre of the district, known as the “49-50” shaft. The main tunnel is 
8x8 x8 ft. in dimensions, and will be 2000 ft. in length; 800 ft. of this had been 
completed on Feb. 15, and two branches had been run to open ground in the viti 
nity, pending the completion of the main adit. One of these branches, nearly as 
large as the main tunnel in dimension, had been run 1300 ft. and the “raise” 
commenced. Thecompany expect to be ready to wash in June, 1875, The success- 
ful introduction of the Burleigh drill in California render these long tunnels no 
longer the formidable obstacles they were once considered. 

Another Tunnel: The Gold Run Hydraulic Mining Company (Limited) tunnel 
will, when completed, be 810 ft. long, 8 ft. wide, and 8 ft. high; 450 ft. of this 
tunnel has been completed, and the Miners’ Ditch Company is driving it ahead 
at the rate of 130 to 140 ft. per month. The tunnel at the shaft will be at least 
60 ft. in the bed rock, being ample grade to work out the whole property. There 
has been a shaft sunk to bed-rock 151 ft., through rich gravel the entire distance, 
and at the bottom of the shaft they struck soft, shelly bed-rock, which was actually 
yellow with coarse “lead” gold. The tunnel when completed will enable them to 
successfully work this vast deposit of auriferous gravel to bed-rock. They expect 
to have the tunnel completed by the middle of June next, and the incline raised 
and ready for washing atthe commencement of next water season. They will put 
a 5-ft. flume in the tunnel, and several undercurrents.

Surely the 
Court of Bankruptcy should investigate such proceeding, or, at least, afford the 
public some protection by preventing trusteeships being undertaken by other 
than officers of the Court, or those who, being solicitors, are more directly under 
official control.

mining, if properly conducted. Toking the amount of capital in- 
vested, and the profits which have been derived from mining, no form of invest- 
ment will be found to have made greater aggregate returns. The reason wity it 
does not stand so high as, under the circumstances, it ought is that in estimatin 
returns the past is for the most part overlooked, and the p alone ‘idered. 
As in other undertakings, there must be in mining moments not only of special 
but of general depression. From causes which are beyond control prices occa- 
sionally fall so much as to make production unprofitable for atime. The same 
occurs in all branches of industry. It also happens that lodes whose appearance 
gave the fairest promise of a bright future suddenly fail; but with time and per- 
severance they may for the most part be again reached. Such are the natural 
vicissitudes to which all human affairs are liable, and on which the calculations for 
life and other kinds of assurance are based, where, by spreading the capital over a 
number of cases, a fair averageis obtained, There can be no doubt that by exercis- 
ing due care and discretion in making the selection of stocks a great deal of the 
risk which is supposed to attend mining operations may be avoided.” 
Respecting the DENBIGHSHIRE CONSOLIDATED MINkgs, Mr. Bartlett 
says :—“ If only for the purpose of observing the situation and lovely scenery, Den- 
bighshire Consolidated is especially a place to be visited, and, once seen, its charm- 
ing snrroundings will be left with a feeling of regret.

RATING OF METALLIFEROUS MINES—-THE RATING Act, 1874,— 
The alteration in the principle of rating mines being one which interests a large 
number of readers of the Mining Journal, it will be gratifying to learn that an ex- 
cellent edition of the Rating Act, 1874, with introduction, notes, and index by Mr. 
Danby P. Fry, of Lincoln’s Inn, barrister-at-law, has just heen issued by Messrs, 
Knight and Co., of Fleet-street. Mr. Fry quotes an ample number of cases to 
enable the various points upon dispute which are likely to arise to be properly 
understood, and likewise gives some interesting general information. The cheap- 
ness of the book (2s.) will place it well within the reach of all likely to require it, 











CorNIsH MINE SHARK MARKET.—There has not been a very ex- 
tensive business transacted during the week, in consequence of the quiet tone of the 
tin market, but prices have generally been steadily maintained without much varia- 
tion. Copper also keeps quiet. West Tolgus, now almost the only copper mine in 
the market, has advanced to 47, 49, and closed in fair request. Arsenic still keeps 
in good demand. The experiment being tried at South Roskear of erecting fur- 
naces for the extraction of arsenic from the stone is being watched with great in- 
terest. It must be very gratifying to adventurers to note the fall in coals, which 
we should like to see followed by a similar reduction in timber and iron. There 
has been considerable loud talking from time to time respecting mines smelting 
their own tin, mines forming co-operative smelting companies, and other schemes 
of a like nature, which have all ended in talk, and talk only. Under existing cir- 
cumstances there is practically no competition between the lange tin smelting com- 
panies. Some persons still assert that tin should be sold by public tender, when 
other companies might compete for ores from which they are now virtually 
excluded. The change in the method of selling tin would cost the mines no- 
thing, and might possibly give far more satisfaction to mine shareholders. Some 
time ago Capt. Teague was bold and outspoken on this point, but we have heard 
nothing from him lately. 

East Pool, 10 to 11; the mine continues to look well, and it is 
rumoured that they have just sold 40 tons of wolfram, of which they are supposed 
to produce about 70 or 80 tons every two months. Shareholders would like to know 
who gets this, &c., and many object to the principle of any large shareholder buy- 
ing the produce of mines in which he is interested, without full particulars as to 
price, &c., being furnished the remainder of the shareholders.

6d. per share will be made at the forth- 
coming meeting. South Condurrow, 4 to 4%; five ends are valued at 64/. per 
fathom. West Seton, 11 to 11%; as they were dropping the lift on Thursday, 
owing to some mishap, it fell into the shaft, and before it could be recovered the 
water had risen 3 fathoms; but after unremitting attention on the part of the 
agents, the accident was repaired and the engine is again forking. Capt. Bathand 
some shaftmen had a narrow escape. West Chiverton have still further risen to 6, 
6%. West Tolgus, 47 to 48. Cook’s Kitchen, 7% to 8; we hear they are keeping 
a sharp look out here now as to the coals supplied, and are weighing the quantity 
consumed in each engine-house; the quality is said to have improved. Dolcoath, 
44% to 45: it is rumoured that Mr. Rule offered Capt. Thomas, the manager, 10,000 
tons of coals at 17s. a ton, but that gentleman refused, doubtless believing that he 
can import a better quality coals for himself at quite as cheap a rate. The former 
has a cargo of 500 tons on its way to the mine; but the Portreath Company are 
now supplying them at 19s, a ton, whilst the quality is also improved. How they 
have reduced their price from 21s. a ton—when the strike commenced—to 19s., 
with the strike in Waies still continuing, is‘a question which is being freely com- 
mented on. 

THE ARSENIC TRADE.—We have received the following from a 
correspondent :—Several erroneous and misleading paragraphs have appeared in 
the public prints lately with regard to the arsenic trade. This is much to be re- 
gretted, because they produce a want of confidence between sellers and buyers, 
and does much mischief. Refined arsenic has not sold at 18/. to 20/. per ton for 
many years (perhaps 20 years), and as a proof that the lowest quotations is not 
obtainable a friend of mine offers to sell to any person 100 tons, at 15/. per ton. 

At Levant quarterly meeting, on Tuesday, the question of a call 
raised an exciting discussion, many of the adventurers thinking a call unneces- 
sary, as the mine looks well. On being put to the vote, however, it was decided 
to make a call of 4s. per share (500/.) The mine has recently so greatly improved 
that the manager—Capt. Henry Boyns—was able to inform the meeting that it 
was now paying costs, notwithstanding the present low price of tin, and promises 
well for the future. 

TINCROFT AND CARN BREA MINE Accounts.—“ The mining com- 
munity (says a correspondent) have been looking out for some time for the result 
of Capt. Abraham James’s inspection of Tincroft cost-book, expecting to find the 
costs very much in arrear, and the affairs of the mine in anything but a satisfactory 
state. The curiosity has not, however, been gratified. One reason stated for this 
is that there is to be an examination of the booksat Carn Brea also, and the results 
are to be given together, but I cannot think this is the true reason. It may be 
that the accounts are in a better condition than Capt. James expected to find them, 
and he is judiciously silent, or, carrying out his statement in the Stannaries Court 
—that he had no ulterior object in view—he does not think it wise to publish the 
figures. I did hear, however, that a statement was drawn up, but perhaps “‘ second 
thoughts are best.”” We have reason to believe that the adventurers of these mines 
will hear of Capt. James's investigations all in due course. 

Nortu LOvELL,—The lease of the North Lovell Mine (15 years 
to run), with pitwork, machinery, &c., was sold at the Guildhall Coffee-House, 
London, on the Ist inst., by Messrs. Marsh, Yetts, and Milner, auctioneers, for 330/. 

As regards the subject of Australian supplies as one of the de- 
pressing influences of the tin trade, it may not be out of place to quote the cheer- 
ful words of a hopeful purser—Mr. Richard Boyns, of North Levant :—“ The ad- 
venturers in such tin mines as can, like North Levant, pay cost in the present 
price, may still look most hopefully to the future; for the manager of one of the 
principal mines in Queensland (a Cornishman) says, in his last month’s letter, 
‘Our mines are very good at present, but they cannot last many years.’” 

Mr. George Lightly, for many years purser of West Basset and 
other mines, well known as an efficient mine accountant, and one much respected 
in the mining world, is about to leave Cornwall for London,— West Briton. 

ROASTING Orks.—Mr. Enns’ HEILIGENDORFER, of Eureka, Ne- 
vada, has patented some improvements in reverberatory and other furnaces for 
roasting ores. The invention consists—1. In the introduction of partitions or air 
or other gas inlets intermediately and at both sides of the grate, parallel to the 
grate bars, and extending above the fuel placed therein, with the object cf obtain- 
ing a clear fire free from smoke and of the highest oxydising power.—2. In an im- 
proved screening of the heated pulp, and afterwards passing it through a shaft 
and over a diagonally upward inclined fire-bridge to counteract the side pressure 
of the gas currents and the vertical pressure of the falling pulp.—3. In the method of 
treating the pulp of gold and silver ores, first with chlorinising, and afterwards 
with oxydising gases.

given out for execution as soon as the ports are open and arrangements can be made 
for forwarding goods. Itis the lack of these preliminary operations that has given 
rise to some feeling of anxiety regarding the future course of the current year. 
No doubt, as the telegraphic system acquires a deeper hold of the public mind 
and becomes more of a permanent institution, these preliminary operations to 
which reference has been made will become less a matter of necessity, correspond- 
ence by letter will be forestalled, and business will be transacted with foreign 
countries perhaps almost exclusively by wire. As it is, London merchants have 
rendered themselves very independent of the periodical mails from abroad—a 
large proportion of their business being concluded by telegraphic cypher with 
their foreign correspondents. The position of the Money Market continues to be 
steady, and greater confidence in the future is being imparted, so that all that is 
now wanted is a good understanding between employers and employed, and such

CoaAL AND [RON IN THE UNITED SratTEs,—The furnaces recently 
erected in the Kanawha valley are kept running where fuel and ores 
are available, at rates which admit of the pig produced being advan- 
tageously shipped to Pittsburg and Cincinnati. During the past 
year the Philadelphia and Reading Coal and Iron Company have 
erected on an extensive scale machinery to develope the ore lands 
leased by them. Messrs. J. A. Griswold and Co. and Messrs. Erastus 
Corning and Co., of Troy, New York, have transferred to a concern 
organised under the style and title of the Rensselaer Iron Works, the 
Bessemer Steel Works, the Albany Iron Works, and blast-furnaces 
at Hudson and Fort Edward. The names of Griswold and Corning 
have long been identified with the iron trade of the United States. 
The movement of anthracite coal in Pennsylvania to March 13 this 
year is returned at 3,352,175 tons, as compared with 3,738,961 tons 
in the corresponding period of 1874, showing a decrease of 386,786 
tons this year. The bituminous coal movement of Pennsylvania to 
March 13 this year was 310,695 tons, against 349,166 tons in the 
corresponding period of 1874, Reductions have been made in the 
freight charges for bituminous coal on the Pennsylvania and the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroads. 





Tut AMERICAN IRON TRADE.—Advices from New York state 
that most kinds of iron have been held with confidence upon that 
centre. This remark has especially applied to Scotch pig, in view 
of the rise in freights from Glasgow. English rails have made 48/. 
to 50/. sterling. The Rensselaer are getting out an order for 7000 
tons of steel rails for the Grand Trunk Railway of Canada. 





AMERICAN IRON FOR THE ENGLISH MARKET.—Much discussion 
was some time ago occasioned respecting a shipment of American 
iron for sale and use in England. It was thought at the time that 
finished iron had been sent across from the States ; but the explana- 
tion was that the transaction was an experimental consignment of 
good pig-iron. The iron in question was a lot of Alabama and 
Georgia pig, for which the makers had hoped to get 8/. per ton; but 
when sold in Liverpool it did not realise more than 7/. net. Still 
71. left a profit, though a very smallone. We understand that the Corn- 
wall Iron Company, of Cedar Bluff, Cherokee county, Alabama, are 
preparing to ship to the same destination 100 tons of their charcoal 
(pig) iron, and they have secured freights from Savannah to Liver- 
pool at 10s. per ton. The comparative nearness in point of cost of 
this country to the pig-making furnaces in the Southern States is to 
be observed in the fact that the first consignment was conveyed to 
Liverpool at only $1 per ton more than it would have cost to take 
the same iron from the furnaces to Cincinnati. 





LorD CHANCELLOR’s New Patent Law Bitu.—Following out 
suggestions made by the Secretary of the Inventors’ Institute (Mr. 
F. W. Campin) a committee of artizans and inventors has been 
formed to oppose the objectionable clauses as to premature specify- 
ing of patents, examination in the preliminary stage with power of 
Tejection as regards the worthiness of inventions, according to the 
opinion of the examiners, compulsory licenses, and other objection- 
able provisio.s of the Bill; also to take measures in regard to the 
absence in that Bill of any appreciable reduction of the Government 
charges on patents. Messrs. Mottershead, F. H. Varley, Broadhurst, 
Campin, Brighty, C. J. Carttar, and others have joined this com- 
mittee, which will shortly take action in the matter. All the London 
patent agents have been convened to a meeting, and a committee 
has been formed to oppose the above objectionable clauses.

REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 
April 8.—There is very little again to note in the passing condi- 


tions of mining enterprise, and matters have, generally speaking, 
been very quiet. The last act in the great mine rating controversy 
was closed this week by the formal entry in the Court of Quarter 
Sessions, at Bodmin, of the judgment of the Court above in the mine 
rating appeals of the Liskeard Union, which, of course, now come 
under the Mines Rating Act. 


I t. Application was made on the part of 
the Union to allow costs in the appeal, bat refused. It isa fact 


worthy of note that the expenses in fees alone incurred by the mines 


by the continual adjournments of these appeals pending the decision 
of the Superior Court was 168/, 10s., whereas it is contended that 


6/. 10s. would have answered all the purpose, and secured precisely 


the same results. 

Some little discussion has arisen as to the question of committee 
management v, manager management, and London management v. 
local. It seems to us that neither of these questions can be settled 


off hand by any mere abstract theory, as by the adoption of any mere 


hard and fast line. It unquestionably is the fact that the circum- 
stances of mining enterprise have greatly changed within the last 
50 years, and specially within the last 25 years, and unquestionably 
also many of the anomalies that are now complained of have arisen 
from attempts to adapt old machinery to existing needs. When the 
number of adventurers in a mine was small, and they were mostly 
resident in the county, there was not the slightest reason for sug- 
gesting that the offices of a mine should be elsewhere than on the 
mine itself, nor could any formal committee have been needed when 
the adventurers, few in number as they were, were accustomed to 
meet at regular intervals. The enormous multiplication of shares, 
rendered necessary doubtless by the increasing cost of the working 
of the mines, but itself stimulating a spirit of reckless speculation 
which could not exist when the individual responsibility was so 
much more serious, and the equally enormous extension of the system 
of “out-adventurers,” have naturally altered the conditions under 
which mines are worked ; but it seems to us that there is a fallacy 
underlying the idea that these changes of necessity involve equally 
radical differences in the system of mine management and control. 

We take up the question of actual management in the first place. 
Let it be borne in mind that to an extent hardly known in any other 
class of enterprise the actual success of a mine in its working is 
dependent on the manager. The most competent committee in the 
world cannot supply his place in a knowledge of the details and 
conditions of the mine itself. Granted that in the ordinary busi- 
ness relations of the mine their advice may be of very grert help, 
that they may be competent coadjutors in the matter of dealing 
with the supply of materials and machinery, and in the disposal of 
the produce—the actual working of the mine must be in the hands 
of the manager. If he is competent and trustworthy his labours in 
the mine will neither be aided or lightened by any committee; if 
he is not the chances are very much against any committee, except- 
ing one very specially constituted being able to put him straight, 
and the sooner he is got rid of the better. Committees have their 
uses, but these uses are limited, and they cannot with advantage be 
made supreme. When the meetings of the adventurers are held in 
the locality of the mine, and where the intervals do not exceed 
three or four months, it is only under very exceptional circum- 
stances that a committee can be worth anything. The regular as- 
sembling of the adventurers in a cost-book mine on the mine, if 
those adventurers have any idea whatever of their own interests, is 
as good a check upon a manager as any committee could be; and if 
those adventurers do not know their own interests they are not at 
all likely to get a better qualified committee to represent them. 

And now as to the question of offices and meetings. It is beyond 
all doubt a great convenience to the shareholders that the offices 
should be within easy reach of the majority of them, and that the 
meetings should be as generally accessible as possible. But con- 
venience, like gold, may be bought too dear, and there have been 
cases in which it has been dearly purchased at the cost of security. 
In one thing circumstances must be taken into account, andit must 
not be assumed that what is good for one mine or body of adven- 
turers is therefore of necessity good for another. Nineteen out- 
adventurers out of twenty know nothing whatever of mining, and 
if they visited the mine in which they were interested would be quite 
open to be “sold” by any designing person, but at least they would 
know whether there was a mine or not. Cornwall is a remote 
county, and it has happened before now that what was simply a pit, 
with a bucket and windlass there, has been-magnified into a pro- 
gressive mine in the metropolis; whereas,if the meetings had been 
held on the mine, and only one adventurer had found his way down 
to look after his property, the whole bubble would have been burst. 
Of course, when the meetings are held at a point so far distant from 
the bulk of the adventurers, the chances are that very few, if any, 
independent adventurers will attend; on the other hand, if the 
meetings are held at some place very distant from the mine, the ad- 
venturers have no chance whatever of enquiring into matters per- 
sonally for themselves, It is a choice of difficulties either way, and 
the problem is to select that course which in itself is the best. and 
to make it as efficient as possible, Then, as to the matter of offices. 
It may be for the convenience of the adventurers that a mine which 
has a large and scattered proprietary should have an office (say) in 
the metropolis, but it should be clearly understood that the best 
work of that office would not be found in meddling with every little 
item of detail on the mine. The manager ought to know what he 
is about better than any gentleman or body of gentlemen sitting 
atadeskin London. It is awkward driving a team when the reins 
are 300 miles or so long. 

Our general conclusions on this very important question, then, 
are those—that the primary thing is to get an efficient and trust- 
worthy manager, that when he is obtained,in cost-book mines with 
frequent meetings on the mine, a committee is of very little assist- 
ance; that meetings ought to be held on the mines whenever pos- 
sible, and that in cases in which, for the convenience of the great 
body of the adventurers it is desirable that a mine should have offices 
and hold meetings in London, or at some other distant locality, still 
that a certain proportion of meetings should be held on the mine 
itself; that the chief utility of a body of management, consultative 
or directive, whether it be called a committee or a board of direc- 
tors, is in those cases in which the shares are chiefly held out of the 
distret, and in which it would be impossible for the great bulk of 
the shareholders to look directly after their own interests; lastly, 
that there is less virtue in any system in itself than in its adapta- 
bility to special conditions, and that the main objects to be kept in 
view are the proper development of the mine, and the security of 
the adventurers’ interest therein, and that to these all other consi- 
derations should give place.

gulated by an order in council—probably 1 ton will be allowed. | 


The magazine, of course, will have to be well built and regulated.

A meeting of the West of England Fire-Clay, Bitumen, and Chy- 
mical Company was held in London a few days since, and I see that 
more working capital was asked for. Few people have any adequate 
conception of the work that is being done or that is in contemplation 


| in connection with this company at Calstock and Greenhill. About 


two years ago I was afforded an opportunity of going over the place, 
and some time later, when Dr. Emmens, who seems the “ be-all and 
end-all” of the concern, came dewn from London to lay the top stone of the im- 
mense stack that has been erected there, I went through the works again, and on 
each occasion I was greatly struck with the character of the operations that were 
being carried on, and especially with the enormous and apparently inexhaustible 
deposits of decomposed granite with which the fire-bricks are made. The original 
prospectus, issued by the promoters of the company, was certainly rather a glow- 
ing one, as all “ original prospectuses” are, but it seemed to me at the time to be 
based on very reliable data, and although since then there have been provoking 
delays in proceeding with the works, they are capable of ex planation, and there is 
every prospect that the promises made at the outset will be fulfilled. Within the 
last 12 months the fire-clay department has been greatly extended and improved ; 
the brickworks at Calstock have been supplied with entirely new machinery, while 
the old machinery has been applied to other purposes at*the Greenhill Works. The 
carrying out of other improvements both at Calstock and Greenhill has ne cessarily 
interfered with the manufacture of bricks during a considerable portion of the 
year, and for a longtime none were made. But now that the works are completed 
the company will be able to turn out something like four millions of bricks and 
tiles perannum. Last year the production was about a million and a quarter, but 
this only represented just four months’ working, and a profit was made of 1524/., 
or 20 per cent. on the original capital in that department alone. The chemical de- 
partment is of more recent date, but the work done is of a most extensive and com- 
plete character. A large arsenic establishment has been erected, including furnaces 
for burning the ore, condensing chambers, flues, refining furnaces and chambers, 
grinding mill, cooperage stores—in fact, it is an establshiment constructed in every 
particular on the most approved principles, and from the operations of which hand- 
some annual profits are confidently anticipated. One very serious cause of inter- 
ruption to the works during the past year was the dastardly attempt made by some 
villain to poison the employees by throwing a barrow-load of arsenic into the tank 
of water from which they were in the habit of drinking. Happily, it was attended 
with no fatal results, but a large number of the hands were ill for a considerable 
time, and, as a consequence, much time and labour were lost. But in spite of these 
and other untoward circumstances, a profit of more than 16007, was made in the 
chemical department as the result of only two months’ working. This is equal to 
25 per cent. on the capital of the company. The tin smelting works of the com- 
pany have been pronounced by good authorities to be the best and most efficient 
in the whole county of Cornwail. These works were conceived by Mr, Westlake, 
the late manager, a thoroughly practical man of business, and hsving seen the 
works myself I do not hesitate to say that the shareholders are under a great obli- 
gation to him for the complete and efficient manner in which he has carried them 
out. Itis in respect of these smelting works that a portion of the additional capital 
asked for is required ; when in full working order they will enable the company 
to treat from 50 to 100 tons of tin monthly, and at the present price per ton (55/.) 
a month’s supply to the furnaces would alone involve a floating capital of 55002. 
At last week’s meeting Dr. Emmens put the precise position of the company very 
fairly before the shareholders ; he pointed out that the capital subscribed hitherto 
had been well nigh exhausted in the erection of the works, and that more was 
needed if the affairs of the company were to be carried to a successful issue. I 
have little doubt thatthe necessary capital will soon be forthcoming, for no one 
who knows anything of the subject can fail to be convinced that when these works 
are in full operation they will be of the greatest importance to the county, and that 
pecuniarily they will be eminently successful.— Western Daily Mercury.

The Warrant Market is very languid, and the after Easter demand 
has not anything like realised the expectations of sellers, conse- 
quently both makers’ iron and warrants have declined, and the 
general tone of the market is feeble.

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


April 8.—The Coal Trade continues very quiet in most branches, 
There is no alteration in the quotations for best steam, gas, and house 
coal, but stocks are increasing at many points. It is, however, ex-. 
pected that the export coal trade will shortly be opened, and that 
is likely to have a beneficial effect. The strike at Monkwearmouth 
Colliery still continues, and the executive of the Miners’ Union in 
Durham are quite unable to put a stop toit. The men are not 
allowed any relief from the Union, but they are relieved from the 
funds of many of the lodges at large works, and this is done in spite 
of the orders they receive from the general executive to the con- 
trary. As the owners will be paid for any loss they may sustain 
by the Coalowners’ Association, the strike may be prolonged for a 
long period. It is, however, evident that the Union is to a certain 
extent disorganised, and it is well known that the men are, at least 
many of them, tired of the Union, and the heavy expense it entails 
upon them. The arbitrators appointed to settle the Durham miners’ 
disputes are expected to commence their sittings in Newcastle on 
April 15, and as the owners engage to furnish the other side with a 
copy of the outlines of the case, and the miners engaye to do the 
same, it is expected that the whole case will be finished on the 17th, 
and the award given, provided the arbitrators can agree. The me- 
chanics of the collieries in Northumberland are, it appears, deter- 
mined to resist the reduction made in their rates by the award of 
the late arbitrators, and they have almost toa man tendered a fort- 
night’s notice, so that it is almost certain that a strike will take 
place. Although these men cannot stop the works they will cause 
serious inconvenience should they turn out. The strikes in the che- 
mical trade on the Tyne have stopped for some weeks the Tyne 
Chemical Works, and the Felly Chemical Works, but the dispute 
has been settled by arbitration, and the men have again started at 
a reduction of 10 per cent. on the former rates. The strike of the 
iron shipbuilders and the chemical works men have caused serious 
loss to the employers, and much distress amongst the workmen, but 
all those disputes are nowadjusted. 

The iron trade is firmer, and the prospect brighter than for the 
past six months, Pig metal is likely to advance in price shortly. 
there are also more.enquiries for rails and finished iron generally; 
At Middlesborough, on Tuesday, there was a large attendance of 
gentlemen from all the principal districts, but trade was a little re- 
stricted, as makers of pig metal are inclined to demand higher rates.

to induce them to accept a further reduction of 5 per cent., assigni 
as a reason for their resolution that the Forest men had already 
suffered a 15 per cent. reduction in their wages since the month of 
May last year, the coal having only gone down 1s. This reduction 
in price of coal must be meant to refer to the period of the first re- 
duction, we presume, since the price of coal has been at a higher 
figure since then, notably so in the severe weather of the past winter, 

We have more than once expressed an opinion that it would be 
advantageous to both masters and men if they could agree upon an 
equitable basis for a fair sliding scale of wages, according to the 
market value of coal, as it would prevent these everlasting dis. 
putes about the variation of wages, and we considered that the men 
offered such a basis during the late strike, but which was declined, 
and the opposition to such an arrangement has left an impression 
on the minds of many that the proprietors are afraid of righteous 
principles, but want a continuance of the loose method for purposes 
of “ chiselling” as frequently as possible. As we have recorded the 
opinions of others, we will for once express our own as to wages at 
Forest pits, and it is this—That with respect to exceptionable cases, 
wages need a reduction to make the concerns pay, but that the 
principal owners’ works pay well as wages stand; buthaving said 
thus much we will add that we think that, as a rule, it behoves a 
correspondent to report the opinions of others rather than his own, 
notwithstanding that his may be entitled to consideration. But 
there are many conflicting interests, and men look at things from 
different stand-points, and trying to look at commercial specula- 
tions impartially it must be admitted that some fail through poor 
judgment and bad management, and some for want of sufficient 
capital, whilst some are essentially rotten from the first. It can- 
not, therefore, be expected that success will attend all, even where 
there are capital and integrity ; but with regard to those who guide 
and direct important commercial enterprises, it is very important 
to have the right men in the right place.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


April 8.—The feature of the week in connection with the Iron 
Trade of South Staffordshire has been the usual Quarterly Meetings, 
which were held in Wolverhampton yesterday, and in Birmingham 
to-day. The attendance at Wolverhampton was both large and in- 
fluential, but business was restricted by the intimation that prices 
would remain upon the basis of last quarter’s standard. Best sheets 
commanded a fair enquiry at 19/. per ton for such brands as that of 
the Hope Company, or the Wilden, and the orders in hand for this 
class of iron were reported to be very considerable. Other descrip- 
tions of finished iron command only a moderate enquiry, and many 
of the mills and forges throughout the district are only in partial 
operation. Some tolerable parcels of pigs changed hands at 3/. 2s, 6d. 
to 3l. 5s. for common cinder, 4/. for part-mine, and 5/. to 5/. 5s. for 
native all-mine, hot-air. Cold-blast Lilleshall pig is firm at 6/, 10s. 
per ton. It was stated that many of the South Staffordshire pig: 
iron makers have been losing money all the quarter, so adverse an 
disproportionate are the conditions of production as compared with 
the selling rates. This statement may seem anomalous in the face 
of the fact that arrangements are now in progress for the re-lighting 
of additional blast-furnaces in the district, but, asa rule, the furnaces 
in question are exceptionally well placed, and are owned by mine 
proprietors who have a difficulty in disposing of all the fuel they 
are bringing to bank, so that in this way an indirect advantage 18 
to be gained by consuming it in the smelting of iron. fw: 
Some surprise is being expressed by persons outside the district 
that of 160 furnaces built in South Staffordshire only 78 are in blast. 
This statement, although literally true, requires explanation, 
order to prevent an impression that the trade of the district has 
fallen to a worse condition than is actually the case. It may be 
fairly estimated that '50 out of the total number of furnaces stand- 
ing are permanently dismantled, and from their position and primi- 
tive construction are never likely to be lighted again. In suc 
estimates, therefore, they may be safely left out of the calculation, 
as under a most prosperous condition of affairs the number of +A 
naces blowing in the district would not rise to much more than 100.
